for the Loss,of Over a Score of Lives, and the Expen- 


diture of Millions of Money, As Administration Of- 
ficials Want This Fact to Stand Out, as Showing 
This Country's Disinterested Friendship for Her 
Southern Neighbors—Funston Ordered All Saloons 
Closed-^-Comparative Quiet Prevailed But Inhabi- 
tants Were Apprehensive of Final Outcome.

Washington, Xov. Si.—American troops which Imve held Vera Crnz 


since last April were evacuating the city and sailing for home today, 
and officials here expect sunset will see the Mexican flag floating again 
over the ancient fortress of San Jnan and the American troopers well 
on their way homeward across tlie gulf. 


Wspiatches. early today from Major General Fnnston said his furthest 


ovtposte bad been withdrawn at nine o'clock; at ten troops guarding 
the railroads at the approaches to the city were withdrawn and at eleven 
the embarkation was on in earnest. 


General Punstou reported he expected to sail for 
Galveston at 


aWOBt. 
He reported constitutionalist troops under General Aguilar were 
taking possession of the clt>. 


Occupation of the Mexican port, in reprisal for Hueita's insult 


to the flag at Tampico, has cost the United States more than a score 
of lives, some in battle and some from disease and, according to some 
estimates, as much as ten million dollars. But Mexico will be asked to 
pay no indemnity. Administration officials want that fact to stand out, 
as an added evidence of the disinterested friendship of the United State* 
for her southern neighbors. 


Genwal Fnnston has Instructions to turn the city over to none of 


the Mexican factions and thereby avoid what might be construed as a 
recognition of one of them. 


His orders are simply to brine his troops away and leave the city 
to which ever faction takes possession. 


Carranza's commander. Aguilar, is nearest, but Carranza 
troops 


which have swerved in their allegiance to Villa, are not 
far distant. 


Tnere has been some evidence that Carranza intended to move his cap- 
ital to Vera Crnz upon tlie American evacuation. 


All those Mexicans who fear to remain when the Americans leave 


are sailing away with General Funston. 
The refugee prieeta and nuns 


have been given places on the transports and the Americans who remain 
depend for their safety upon guarantees given to the United States by 
all the Mexican factions, and those American warships which 
remain 
in the harbor. 


With the departure of the American troops a critical period in the 


relations between th* United States and Mexico comes to an end* and 
hi view of officials here, the Meyifan people are left to work out their 
own destiny among themselves. 


Hte fourth, seventh, nineteenth and twenty-eighth 
infantry and 


the first battalion of the fourth Held artillery and two squadrons of the 
sixth cavalry will return to Galveston. 
The three regiments of marines 


will go to Philadelphia.

at daylight, the work of moving out 
their equipment preparatory to final 
evacuation.

Passengers of the British steamer Van Dyck, which was captured 200 miles off the mouth of t'ae Ama- 


zon river by the German cruiser Em den ha» been one of the German terrors of the sea, reached the United 
States with stories of danger and mutiny. 


More than one hundred of them were transferred at sea from the Van Dyck to the steamer Ascuncion by 


the cruiser's officers, and were taken to Sao Paulo. There they were transferred to a Brazilian steamer and 
sent to New York. 


On the way to Sao Paulo the stewards of the Van Dyck refused to serve food, but the German guards 


at the point of the bayonet threatened them. 


The passengers said the German officers and crew treated them with courtesy and really protected them 


against the British stewards of the Van Dyck on the trip to Sao Paulo.

This may herald the resump- 
tion of the attempt on the part of 
the Germans to break the

held by the English, of the allied 
line blocking their way to the coast 
This theory finds some confirmation 
in the renewed reports that the Ger- 
mans are bringing up heavy rein- 
forcements through Belgium. 


From Germany there comes 
re- 


ports of feverish activity in the con- 
struction of warships, as well as in 
the manufacture of 
Zeppelin 
air- 


ships. The opinion prevails that Ger- 
many is not able to compete 
with 


real Britain In the construction of 


battleships. 
Consequently she is de- 


voting energy to the building of an 
air fleet. Naval construction takes 
relatively second place. 


Both sides continue to be reticent 


concerning the progress of the great 


battles in Poland but Berlin is con- 
fident that General von Hindenberg 
will justify his reputation as 
thf 


most successful of the German gen- 
erals. 


A military authority quoted 
by 


the Berlin's Lokal Anzeiger, declares 
that the fall of Lemberg la only a, 
quest ton of time because ven Hin- 
denberg is railing up the 
Russian1 


right while at the same time the- 
Auatrians are attacking on the left. 
There is, however no direct Informa- 
tion from the front to confirm this 
opinion. 


Petrograd is silent 
about 
the 


strategy of the present 
campaign 


which does not seem to excite any 
greater concern in the Russian capi- 
tal than did the previous German ad- 
vance on Warsaw. Berlin, on 
the 


other hand, seems to regard the Pol- 
ish operations as decisive in the Rus- 
sian campaign, if not on the outcome 
of the entire war. 


In the near east Turkish 
forces 


are reported

Suez canal and the famous Egyptian 
camel corps is said to have had a 
brush with the Turks. 


Within Great Britain's own bord- 


rs, attention has been turned to the 
sensational affair In the alien con-

system now in force over the country. 


The Franklin bank had asked for 


|500 worth of the new currency in dif- 
ferent denominations so tf\at It might 
DO handed out to the public that it 
might become familiar with the new 
bank notes. So great has been the de- 
mand for the new money that only 
$50, ten five dollar notes were sent to 
this city. It will only be a short time 
however, until the ibank will be sup- 
plied with th* new federal reserve 
notes in the denominations in which 
they are issued, $5, $10, $20, |50 and 
9100. 


The new bills are uniform with all 


previous bank notes. The face of the 
bill contains an engraving of Lincoln, 
with clear distinct 
figure 
fives in 


each corner. The serial numbers are 
in the upper right hand corner and 
also in the lower left. To the 
left 


within a small stamp is the name of 
the bank of issue. Along the border, 
top and bottom of the face is tl\e 
wording "Federal Reserve Bank." 


The back of the note is a 'beautiful 


piece of engraving. In each corner is 
the figure five, and on all the new 
notes there will be uniformity of 
figures, making it much easier for the 
bank employes in counting money. 
There are two splendid photo-engrav- 
ings on the back, one depicting Colum- 
bus sighting land on his voyage of 
discovery and the ottyer the landing of 
the Pilgrim fathers.

Profitable Rotes. 


Roses, though generally admired as 


the most beautiful flower, are not uni- 
versally recognized as the profitable 
article of commerce that they really 
are Trade roses are grown in vari- 
ous parts of Europe, but chiefly at 
Grasse, in France, and Kassulik, in 
Bulgaria, where great stretches of rose 
gardens provide the chief supply of 
roses for the markets of the world. 
The highly cultivated roses are useless 
for commercial purposes, and both at 
Grasse and Kasanlik it is the cabbage 
rose that is chiefly grown—'the rose 
of a hundred petals," as they call it in 
southern France. The Grasse roses 
are used chiefly for pomades, soaps, 
rose water, and such commodities, and 
the demand made by the manufactur- 
ers of such on the rose growers of 
Grasse can be partly ganged from the 
fact that more than 2,500,000 pounds 
of roses are annually gathered in the 
district Essence, or, as it is called, 
attar of roses, is rarely made in 
France, on account of the expense of 
production, but nearly all the Bul- 
garian roses are used for this purpose.
